boundary resolutions were disposed of 
by the Commons today and the ‘bill 
based thereon introduced and given 
@ first reading. The debate was con-, 
fined to the financial terms. which had 
practically been anncunced in advance 
and the fixing of the boundaries. 

In connection with the latter, Pre- 
mier Borden made the fmportant an- 
nouncement that an arrangement had 
been reached whereby Ontario will be 
given access to a port on Hudson Bay, 
The bill as introduced provides that 
the boundary Will extend eastward 
along the elghty-ninth meridian cf 
longitude to Hudson Bay This gives 
both Churchill and Nelson ports to, 
Manitoba, v 

It has been Gccided, however, in the 
event of the Ontario government de- 
siring to extend the T. and N,O, rail- 
way to a port on the Hudson Bay 
to grant to that province a right of 
way five miles wide from the bound- 
ary line to Nelson with a 10 miles 
frontage along the Nelson river and 
the bay 

In the event of Fort Churchill being 
made the terminus of the Hudscn Bay 
Railway, Ontario Will be given a fur- 
ther right of way from Nelson river 
to Fort Churchill, two hundred feet 
wide This will be sufficient for the 
requirements of the railway. The 
jurisdiction: of Manitoba will extend 
to this territory in $0 far as schaols, 
elec, are concerned, 

The Opposition Comment. 

‘The only comment made on the ar- 
rangement by the Opposition came 
from Sir Wil/rid Laurier, who said 
that this was the most extraordinary 
proposag he had ever heard of, and 
he doubted if it would work out.to the 
satisfaction of anybody. ‘The matter 
will be discussed at length on the 
pecond reading of the bill. 

The subsidy proposals which pro- 
vide for an increase of $516,000 in 
the amaunt which Manitoba will re- 
ceive from the Dominion government 
annually ,with back payments for 
four years totalling $2,064,000, Were 
the cause of much discussican, The 
Liberalg were opposed to the princi- 
ple of paying arrearages of subsidy 
and Hon, Dr. Pugsley declared that 
it would apen the way for demands 
for better treatment trom all the prur 
vinces, 

This led Premier Borden to state 
that the object of the legislation was 
to place Manitoba on as near the 
tame basis of equality as possible with 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, Later on 
the question c¢ the restoration of nu- 
tural resources Would be taken up and- 
the rights of the three provinces 
would be considered together, Inci- 
dentally the claims of. the other prov- 
inces, particularly the Maritime prov- 
inces would receive consideration, 

Manitoba Resolution Moved, 

Premier Borden moved that his re- 


aclution regarding the Manitoba 
boundary bill should be considered. 
Practically every seat in the House 


was occupied and the galleries were 
crowded when he arose to speak on 
the resolution. He spoke briefly, how- 
ever, and eontented himself with a 
brief -but clear review or explanation 
of the resolution. At the outset he 
outlined. the.preposal made to Mani- 
tcba by the late. governnient quoting’ 
the resolution brought down in parha- 
ment in July,, 1908. Proceeding Mr. 
Borden sald that the hitch in the ne- 
gotiations between Ahe government 
and the province of Manitoba was 4 
failure to rea2n an agreement on the 
financial proposals, 

For two years, he #aid, the matter 
had been diseussed and cenferences 
held mithout eny definite conclusion 
being arrived at, 

When the present government took 
gilice.the task of settling the difficul- 
ty devolved upern them and negotia- 
tions were contigued with the govern- 
ment of Manitoba with the result that 
ausagreement was reached with Pre- 
mier Roblin, jehhough the applica- 
tion of the principle involved remain- 
ea to be worked out. However, this 
in its turn Was overceme and an agree 
ment satisfactory to all concerned had 
been reached, both in the matter of 
the boundary anc also as tortinances. 

The Financial Arrangement, 

Mr, Borden: then gave a detailed 
explagation to the House of the finan- 
cial arrangement arrived at and also 
explained the swamp land agreement,

DR. BRYCE ON LORD SELKIRK., 
lt was the privilege of the Women’s 
Canadian Club to listen to a most ine | 
teresting lecture on “Lord Selkirk, 
Patriot and Colonizer,” delivered by 
Dr, Bryce (Ottawa) in First Presby- 
terian Church on Monday = afternoon. 


Dr. McQueen in a few well-chosen 
words. Dr, Bryce’s opening remarks 
dealt with the great impression left 
by the man, ine ancing the places in 
Canada whieh bear his name.  Sel- 
kirk, Manitoba, his great colony, is 
called after him, also the Selkirk 
Mountains, Fort Selkirk and Bal- 
doon—a point in Ontario—his grand- 
father was Dunbar of Baldoon, and 
on his marriage to the Countess o! 
Selkirk adopted the names of Douglas 
and Selkirk. Port Douglas, in Mani- 
toba, also is after his memory. One 
of the Kar] of Selkirk’s minor titles 
was Lord Daer, which name is res- 
ponsible for Fort Daer, Then a few 
remarks concerning the centenary of 
the settlement, held in Winnipeg, and 
the excitement caused by this celebra* 
tion, were paesed. The speaker con” 
sidered the event worthy’ recognition 
of so great a name, An interesting 
sketch of Lord Selkirk’s life was 
drawn. He was born in the south 
of Scotland In 1771, one of thirteen 
children—seven sons and six daugh- 
ters—he was the seventh son. Refer- 
ence Was made to a Scotch proverb, 


te 


| which predicts great things for the 
seventh son. One by one his brothers 
died, leaving him to succeed to the 


Earldom of Selkirk in 1799, two years 
after the death of his last brother, 
His sisters married distinguished men, 
while his daughter became Lady Pope, 
the wife of Sir Charles Pope. The 
Karl of Selkirk received his education 
at the University of Edinburgh, where 
he numbered amongst his friends Sir 
Walter Scott, Lord Elgin and cher 
men distinguished in their country’s 
history, The poet Burns was one of 
his warm friends, and it was at the 


“Some hac meat,” ete,, originated. 

The subject of this lecture was a 
dreamer and a visionary, a man very 
much interested in the struggle for 
liberty in progress at that time, name- 
ly the Napoleonic wars. As a result 
of existing conditions, Highland lords 
were not able to keep tenanis, hence 
the “Highland Clearanee.” Hundreds 
of others, in their independence, left 
for the new land. Notwithstanding 
the fact that Selkirk wes a lowlander 
he loved the Highlands and epent 
some time there as Well as in Paris. 

In his love for liberty Barl Selkirk 
-~Lord Daer—wrote tw the Secre‘ary 
of State asking if he could take a 
colony of people to the Nelson river 
country, urging the climate as toler- 
able. He was refused, 

In 1808, at his own expense, 
Selkirk landed a coleny of 800 people

and camped at the end of the settle- 
ment, In 1813, with his wife, a dis- 
tinguished-looking woman, he went 
to New York, where they made many 
friends, Later he went to ‘Toronto, 
and all this time had faith in Canada, 
although its future was yery much in 
doubt then, The French king ealled 
ii “a few arpents of snow,” and Geo, 
Simpsdn eagerly s0ld his stocks in the 
Allan Line. While in Toronto, Ear! 
Selkirk was a guest at the Hatt Dis- 
tillery and wag waited upon by Joseph 
Brant, the famoais Indian. chief, and] 
met by Lord Talbot. The speaker 
referred to Selkirk's very interesting 
diary, which showed no small power 
of appreciation and dealt with the 
salient features of the country. 

While in Montreal, Selkirk was 
greatly taken up with the fur traders 
ag well as with the voyageurs, and for 
this reason was accused of being a4 
spy, which was false, as he had no 
idea of running in opposition to the 
Hudson's Bay Company. A particu- | 
lar Kind of Mfe was that of the old! 
fur traders, who. belonged to the 
Beaver Hall Club. Only men whe 
had known adversity could join. Her, 
they dined on the floor and one car- 
ried a poker and another a broom- 


stick, In 1803-4 the X.Y. Co. was 
established. Conterning it, Selkirk 
had no malignant idea, but was 


possessed of the microbe of lmmigra- 
tion. In 1810, Selkirk bought a tract 
of land of 116,000 square miles in 
area and obtained control of it, ap- 
pointing four agents. Miles McDon- 
nell was governor of the rfirat settle- 
ment on the banks of the Red river,

This composite photograph in figures 
brings out the uneven balance of 
Strength in the National league as 
compared to the same dope on the Am- 
league showed last week. In- 
stead of having only three winning 
aggregations throughout a period of 
eight years, the junior organization 
has had five teams that have won 
more than half their games in eight 
Seasons, and none of them stands ov* 
as pre-eminently as do the Cubs, Glan’ 
and Pirates in the National. Even th 
worst loser in the American captured 
more than one-third of its games 

The Cubs in eight seasons have won 
185 more games than the White Sox 
have in the same period, and Comis- 
key’s men have not been victorious as 
many times ag New York or Pitts- 
burg, yet they run second to the Ath- 
letics In the aggregate. Philadelphia's 
world's champions have accumulated 
a total of 705 victories in the Ameri-

the easy mark for Chicago all the 
way, the Cubs bein® credited with a 
total of 183 games, while Boston has 
only forty-three games from Ch caso, 
That is only a shade over an average 
of five games out of 22 each year, 

Pittsburg found a softer spot than 
any one else in the St. Louis Cardil- 
nals, The Pirates have piled up a to- 
tal of 136 victories against the Mound 
City team in eight years. and in that 
time have lost only thirty-nine to the 
Cardinals. 

Brooklyn has not always been A 
tough nut for Chance’s men to crack, 
for In eight years they have won only 
ten fewer games from the Dodgers 
than from Boston and only five fewer 
than from the lowly Cardinals. Brook- 
lyn, pn the other hand, has won more 
games from every other team than it 
hae from Chicago. 

Oddly enough, the Giants have found 
the Pirates easier picking than’ they 
have the Cubs, winning eighteen mor 
battles with Pittsburg than they hav 
with Chicago. Chance’s men have won 
99 and lost 77 games in their eight 
campaiens arainst the Giants. In the 
same time Chicaro has won &8 games 
and lost 95 with Pittsburg, New York 
in eight seasons trimmed Pittebure 95 
times and lost to the Pirates 81 times.

It is the “Golf Goat. 

This lowly quadruped has _ been 
bieating timidly around the outskirts 
of numerous golf courses for the past 
two years, but not until now has he 
been captured and dragged into the 
universal spot-light. 

Some months ago the world famous 
cartoonist, J. Campbell Cory (who, by 
the way is a veteran golfer) spent 
some idle hours in his studio toying 
with some modelling clay. When Cory 
had finished dallying with the plastic 
material he had evolved a wonderful 
creation which he called a goat. His 
friends were called in, and they agreed 
unanimously that it must be a goat 
because it certainJy was nothing else 

It was such a very funny.oat the 
cartoonist golfer (being ai delemate 
from his home club) presented him at 
the annual meeting of the Western 
Golf Association recently held in Chi- 
cago. His reception was as the torch 
to the powder magazine. A unani- 
mous explosion of approval greeted 
the Cory goat. and he was received 
into the game as the official emblem 
of “Goat Golf.”

: constructed’ should be equipped as 


the central oullding for all subse- 
quent additions, 

Of this $100,000 sufficient should oe 
used to constract a comfortable small- 
pox hospital with the necessary equip- 
ment te provide for, say, twenty pa- 
tients. The present accommodation 
for smallpox patients is entirely inade- 
quate, and to meet the pressing con: 
ditions of last month your commis- 
sioners were forced to erect a small 
woeden building to take care of cer- 
tain patients who had contracted this 
disease.
